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The  past  figures  largely  in  our  view  of  tomorrow  —  in 
part,  because  Concordia  is  celebrating  it's  125th  Anni- 
versary as  a  college  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  Missouri 
Synod.  Quality  has  been  the  cornerstone  that  has  kept 
this  tradition  going. 

Concordia  College  opened  in  1864,  with  the  land, 
money,  and  labor  donated  by  members  of  Zion  Luther- 
an Church  in  Addison,  Illinois.  Concordia  was  relocated 
in  1913  to  a  small  community  called  River  Forest.  The 
40  acre  campus  was  donated  by  the  L.E.A.  of  Chicago. 
Today,  after  surviving  a  couple  of  fires  and  also  the 
addition  of  several  new  buildings,  Concordia  is  in  its 
125th  academic  year  and  continues  to  build  on  its  tradi- 
tion of  excellence.

Concordia's  football  team  completed  the  1988  season  with  a  4-5  record  and 
a  2-2  mark  in  the  lllini-Badger  Conference  and  a  third  place  finish. 

On  Offense,  the  Cougars  were  led  by  senior  fullback  Fred  Pawelk  who  rushed 
for  807  yards  for  a  4.1  average  per  carry  and  scored  8  touch  downs.  Pawelk 
was  named  MVP  of  the  conference  and  also  made  the  GTE  academic  Ail- 
American  District  Team.  Sr.  Brian  Smith  was  the  All-conference  quarterback 
and  inspite  of  missing  the  last  three  games  due  to  injury,  he  threw  for  791 
yards  including  6  touchdowns.

The 
cougars  placed  first  in  their  meet  at  Northeastern,  and  ended  the  year  with 
a  second  place  finish  at  conference.

The  Cougar's  men's  basketball  team,  under  first  year 
coach  Keith  Peterson,  is  the  1988-89  co-champion  of  the 
NIIC,  with  an  overall  record  of  9-17,  and  a  conference  record 
of  6-2.  Concordia  shared  the  title  with  Aurora,  and  is  the  first 
basketball  title  since  the  1973-74  season,  when  Peterson 
was  a  starting  guard  on  that  team. 

Seniors  Scott  Nagy  and  Al  Loeb  were  selected  to  the  NIIC 
all-conference  team.  Nagy  was  the  second  leading  scorer  in 
the  conference  at  19.8  points  per  game.  Both  led  the  Cou- 
gars offensively  this  year.  Nagy  moved  into  fifth  place  among 
Cougar  career  scoring  leaders  with  1326  points  and  also 
placed  his  name  in  the  record  books  by  hitting  24  consecu- 
tive free  throws.  Loeb  set  a  Concordia  standard  for  three 
throws  by  converting  135  this  year,  and  also  led  the  Cougars 
with  assists. 

Peterson  loses  eight  seniors  this  upcoming  year  and  will 
return  only  two  letterman  next  year.  Size  will  be  a  factor  next 
year,  but  there  are  many  good  prospects  coming  up  from  the 
junior  varsity  squad.
